either, no t being certain whether the

The cistern to p s were rep o rted to la* 
in bad co nditio n in so me p laces, the 
rims being bro ken o ff and the su p erin­ 
tendent o f water ami Ii gilt was o r­ 
dered to ascertain ho w many need 
newr to jis. 
A p etitio n fo r a franchise o v er cer­ 
tain streets in Ru shv ille, p articu larly 
Perkins street was signed bv Ellis 
Ho lland, p ro bably 
rep resenting the 
line fro m Greenfield to New Salem 
which is being p ro jected, hu t as there 
was no o ne p resent to ex p lain o r p re­ 
sent the p etitio n, it was simp ly p laced 
o n file. 
The m atter o f secu ring p laces fo r 
v o ting p recincts and insp ecto rs came 
u p , and wfas carried o v er u ntil the 
sp ecial meeting Friday ev ening, 
M ^.

Ju dge Samu el A. Bo nner is dead at 
his ho me at Greensbu rg, at the age o f 
sev enty -sev en y ears. 
He settled in Decatu r co u nty in 1836 
w ith his p arents, co ming fro m Wilco x 
co u nty , Alabama, his father being o p ­ 
p o sed to slav ery , and desiring to edu ­ 
cate his children away fro m its in 
Alienees. 
Ju dge Bo nner was edu cated 
in the o ld Richland Academy , in this 
co u nty , 
Miami 
Univ ersity at Ox ­ 
fo rd, O., and Center Co llege, Dan 
Ville, Ky ., gradu ating fro m the last 
named institu tio n in 184 9. 
He began 
his law’ stu dies the same jrear w ith 
Ju dge Andrew Dav iso n, later attend­ 
ing Blo o mingto n, Ind., Law Scho o l, 
gradu ating in 1852. 
He began p rac­ 
tice so o n after in Greensbu rg with Bar 
to n N. Wilso n. 
He was elected to the 
Legislatu re in 1854 and in 1856 was 
cho sen co mmo n p leas ju dge o f Ru sh 
and Decatu r 
co u nties, 
serv ing o ne 
term o f fo u r y ears. 
In 
1860, he 
fo rmed a p artnership with Will Cu m- 
back, w hich co ntinu ed u ntil tile latter 
retired. 
In 187 7 , Ju dge Bo nner was 
elected to the bench o f the Circu it 
co u rt, where he p resided fo r twelv e 
y ears. 
He has been an elder o f the 
Pro sy ter i an chu rch in Greensbu rg fo r 
mo re than fo rty y ears. 
He was v ice­ 
p resident o f the Third Natio nal bank 
o f that city , and was also a member 
o f the tru stees o f the State .Institu te 
fo r the Deaf and Du mb. 
He left a wido w and two dau gh­ 
ters—Mrs. Minnie Dechant, o f Middle­ 
to wn, O ., and Mrs. Lizzie Wamp ler, 
o f Richmo nd, Iu d. 
He was well kno wn here hav ing p re­ 
sided in o u r co u rts fo r a nu mber o f 
y ears. 
Fu neral serv ices will be held 
Thu rsday afterno o n at 2 o ’clo ck, at 
the Presby terian chu rch in that city .
